Review  of  statistics  shews  that  the  birth-rate  is  lower  than  last 
year.  The  rate  was  13.4  compared  with  14.2  last  year,  and  15.1  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  death-rate  this  year  is  higher,  being  13.2  against  10.8  last 
year,  and  11.6  for  the  whole  country.

1  NFAh  TILE  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  there  were  registered  12  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year.  This  is  equal  to  an  Infantile  death-rate  of  59  per  1,000 
births.  Last  year  the  rate  was  60.  The  average  for  the  last  five 
years  is  63.  Last  year’s  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  58. 

Analysis  of  the  Registrar-General’s  Returns  shews  that  of  the 
twrelve  children  who  died,  one  failed  to  survive  the  first  day,  while 
three  others  died  during  the  first  week  of  life.  Six  deaths  were  certified 
as  due  to  Premature  Birth,  Congenital  Malformation,  etc. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  scheme  was  transferred  to  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  at  the  end  of  September.  The  scheme 
functions  in  a  manner  almost  identical  with  that  obtaining  prior  to  the 
transfer.  The  staff  remains  the  same  as  regards  personnel. 

The  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  Artificial  Light  Clinics  are  held 
twice  each  week,  while  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  continues  on  each  alternate 
Monday.  The  latter  Clinic  is  attended  by  the  County  Midwives,  who 
thus  get  an  opportunity  for  familiarising  themselves  with  the  conditions 
of  their  patients. 

The  various  County  Hospitals  and  Specialist  services  are  available 
for  suitable  cases,  and  included  are  puerperal,  dental,  ophthalmic  and 
orthopaedic  affections  and  the  treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 


It  is  claimed  that  there  is  an  advantage  in  the  present  scheme 
under  which  one  Authority  is  now  responsible  for  Ante-natal  days, 
through  childhood,  on  to  school-leaving  age. 
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The  supply  of  free  milk  continues  in  necessitous  cases,  and  certain 
dried  foods  can  be  obtained  at  practically  cost  price  by  any  mother 
whose  child  attends  the  Centre. 

During-  the  months  which  have  passed  since  the  transfer,  I  have 
formed  the  opinion  that  the  scheme  is  satisfactory  as  regards  efficiency^ 
and  I  believe  the  district  gains  by  the  change.  Here,  I  would  like  to 
pay  tribute  to  all  who  gave  service  in  various  ways  to  this  excellent 
cause  during  the  years  when  the  Local  Council  was  the  responsible 
Authority. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Arrangements  exist  for  the  investigation  of  maternal  deaths  by 
the  Medical  Officer.  A  special  confidential  report  on  each  case  is 
made  to  the  Ministrv  of  Health.  There  were  no  such  deaths  during 

1938.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  there  were  notified  12  cases  of  this  disease.  Of 
these  1  was  respiratory  and  11  of  non-respiratory  type. 

Notification  of  this  disease  appears  to  have  been  efficient.  The 
affected  houses  have  been  inspected,  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  pre¬ 
cautions  taken  to  prevent  the  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1925,  Sec.  32. 

The  Care  Committee  has  carried  out  excellent  work  as  in  former 
years. 

By  this  means  substantial  help  is  provided  in  cases  of  necessity, 
and  after  return  from  Sanatorium  the  patient  is  encouraged  and  helped 
to  continue  at  home  the  line  of  treatment  undergone  during  the  stay  in 
the  institution.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  system  of  sewage  disposal  has  been  reported  satisfactory. 
The  method  is  one  of  chemical  precipitation  and  filtration. 


The  District  is  served  by  eight  sections  of  sewers  and  the  sewage 
is  treated  by  chemicals  with  lime  precipitation  and  irrigation. 

The  first  section  drains  the  whole  of  Daisy  Hill,  Leigh  Road, 
Park  Road,  Manchester  Road — Chequerbent  to  Hulton  Lane  Ends. 
The  second  section  drains  Wearish  Lane,  Hart  Common,  Market 
Street,  Church  Street,  Wigan  Road,  Bolton  Road,  Manchester  Road — 
Chequerbent  to  Wingates  and  Chorley  Road,  Wingates  to  Fourgates. 
The  sewage  from  the  Bolton  Corporation  Housing  Estate  at  Hunger 
Hill  (adjoining  the  district  boundary  on  Bolton  Road)  is  also  conveyed 
by  this  section.  Both  sections  deliver  at  Rogers  Farm  Sewage  Works. 

The  sewage,  having  first  been  mixed  with  sulphate  of  iron,  and 
then  with  lime,  is  led  into  detritus  and  precipitating  tanks,  each  with  a 
capacity  of  250,000  gallons.  After  precipitation,  the  effluent  is  distri¬ 
buted  by  four  revolving  sprinklers  on  to  filter  beds,  followed  by 
settlement  into  humus  tanks.  The  effluent  has  been  frequently  taken 
for  analysis  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Water  Board  Inspector. 

The  sewage  from  the  third  section  is  delivered  at  Dog  Holes  Farm 
(21  acres)  and  is  led  on  to  the  land  and  treated  by  irrigation  alone. 


The  sewage  from  the  fourth  section  (Hart  Common  and  Marsh 
Brook)  is  delivered  at  Marsh  Brook  Farm  (14  acres)  and  treated  by 
irrigation. 


The  fifth  section,  draining  the  New  Brook  Road  portion  of  Hulton 
Ward,  is  delivered  into  the  sewers  of  the  Atherton  Urban  District 
Council  and  treated  by  the  Leigh  and  Atherton  Joint  Sewage  Board 
at  a  yearly  charge  per  house  of  £1  3s.  6d. 

The  sixth  section  drains  the  Dicconson  Lane  portion  of  North 
Ward  and  is  treated  at  a  small  works,  comprising  detritus  and  septic 
tanks,  with  percolating  filter. 
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The  seventh  section  drains  a  small  portion  of  Wigan  Road  near 
the  boundary  at  Marsh  Brook  and  is  received  into  the  Bindley 
Council’s  sewer. 

The  eighth  section  drains  the  west  side  of  Hultcn  Lane  and  is 
connected  to  the  Bolton  Corporation’s  sewer. 

The  sewage  system  has  worked  well  during  the  year. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  streams,  inspections  of  ditches 
and  watercourses  have  been  made  and  notice  served  where  necessary 
for  the  cleansing  of  same.

REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

House  refuse  is  collected  and  disposed  of  by  direct  labour.  The 
transport  is  by  two  motor  vehicles. 

The  work  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  a  foreman  having  oversight  of  the  workmen  engaged  on 
refuse  collection  and  disposal. 
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Slaughter-house  offal  is  removed  twice  weekly  by  the  Council,  a 
charge  of  1/-  per  week  being  made  to  the  owners  of  slaughter-houses. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  This  has  proved 
satisfactory,  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  are 
carried  out. 

The  number  of  dry  ashpits  has  been  reduced  by  2  during  the  year 
as  a  result  of  voluntary  conversions  to  ashes  bins.

Extractor  and  a  Tripe-Dresser.  New  concentrators  have  been  provided 
for  fat  extraction,  and  chlorine  plant  deodorises  all  foul  vapours  which 
are  given  off  during  process. 
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SCHOOLS. 

As  previously  pointed  out,  there  is  need  of  improvement  in  the 
surface  of  several  of  the  school  playgrounds. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  their  sanitary  condition 
reported  satisfactory.  184  visits  were  paid  to  premises  during  the 
year. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  32  of  these  in  the  district  and  reports  show  that  their 
conduct  has  been  satisfactory. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUCS  ACTS. 

Periodic  sampling  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Inspector. 

60  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  routine  analysis. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

These  have  been  frequently  visited  during  the  year.  The  number 
of  visits  paid  was  262. 

At  74  registered  premises  there  are  approximately  1,099  cattle 
and  120  cowsheds. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  improvement  of  shippons, 
dairies  and  equipment.  The  approximate  cost  of  work  carried  out  in 
the  District  was  £1,050. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  has  granted  Licences  to  produce 
“  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  Milk  to  two  farmers. 

The  County  Council  have  issued  Licences  to  five  milk  producers 
for  the  production  of  “  Accredited  ”  Milk. 
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The  improvement  in  cleanliness  and  method  of  production  has  been 
maintained. 


175  samples  of  milk  were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester,  to  be  examined  for  bacteriological  count 
and  bacillus  coli.  Of  the  175  samples*  140  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  on  behalf  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council.  In  14  cases  a  positive  result  was  returned,  and  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  Veterinary  Officer  visited  the  farms  to  take  further 
samples  and  examine  cattle. 

The  cost  of  examination  for  bacterial  count  and  bacillus  coli  was 
borne  by  the  Westhoughton  Urban  District  Council. 


A  warning  was  issued  where  excessive  bacteriological  count  had 
been  found. 


Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order: — 40  samples  of  “  Tuberculin 
Tested  ”  and  “  Accredited  ”  Milk  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Lan¬ 
cashire  County  Council  and  submitted  for  examination  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Manchester. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 


There  are  12  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  and  with  minor 
exceptions  inspection  has  shewn  them  to  be  fairly  satisfactory. 


Under  the  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924,  the  Inspector 
has  paid  1,335  visits  for  the  specific  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  as  unfit  for 
food  a  total  quantity  of  meat  amounting  to  12,411  lbs.  Of  this  total 
tuberculosis  was  responsible  in  the  case  of  10,686  lbs.
